Canning Factory Ready for Business and 


Five Cars of Potatoes Shipped. 
On last Saturday the Franklin 
Canning Company received 75,000 
cans in which to place part of the 
product of our truck industry of 
this section.

a few days and from that time on 
will be able to handle all the truck 
that can be obtained. 
Mr. Wyatt, 
tho processor, arrived in the city 
this week, and will have things 
ready for business in three or four 
days. 
The company is expecting 
another carload of cans in a few 
days, and it is believed the factory 
will ship more stuff this year than 
last. 
Twenty-five cars have been 
arranged for with the Rotan Gro­ 
cery Co., and a ready market can 
be found for as much more, if nec­ 
essary. 
There is no question but 
that the canning factory is now a 
part of the industry of Franklin 
that is looked to with interest. 
It 
is a fixture, and in the future its 
business 
will gradually increase 
until it finally becomes one of the 
indispensable!?, 
On Wednesday and Thursday of 
this week the warehouse platform 
of the I . & G. N. was swarming 
with industry. 
The truck growers 
from the surrounding community 
began coming early in the morn­ 
ing and there was a gradual stream 
of wagons trying to get alongside 
the platform throughout the day. 
By noon on Wednesday four car­ 
loads 
of potatoes had been un­ 
loaded, and the balance of the day 
was consumed in weighing same 
and issuing checks to the farmers. 
Wednesday and Thursday made a 
showing or five care, which were 
purchased 
by Mitchell Bros. 
A 
carload of potatoes 
will average 
about 400 bushels and five cars 
would make us shippers of 2,000 
bushels this week. 
The price paid 
for these potatoes was between 60 
and 70 cents.
